Codfish Balls 


1 cup salt codfish 

4 cups sliced raw potatoes 

2 tablespoons milk or cream 

2 tablespoons butter or other fat 
l egg Pepper 


If the fish is not already shredd- 
ed, pick out all the bones and shred 
the flesh. Simmer the fish and sliced 
potatoes together in plenty of water 
until potatoes are soft. Drain, mash 
and beat until fine and light; add 
the pepper, fat and milk, and egg, 
well beaten. Mix all thoroughly 
with a spoon, Shape into balls, Fry 
in a frying basket in deep fat (375- 
390 degrees F.) for 2 to 5 minutes.
